“For four days." said (he captain.! 
"we fcampfd In this hotbed of disease. 
Beaters went out lu all directions 
I sea rolling for the gorilla. At last some 
^ deep, wide aerate hoe were found on r 
: cluster of vines. On close examination 
tbe unmistakable hair of the gorilla 
was found ou a broken twig. 

“After some hours we found the tree 
where tbe gorilla lived. We could tell 
It by the greasy appearance of the 
bark, made so by the repeated rubbing
